Appeal Procedure:  
 
This CUP decision and associated SEPA threshold determination are appealable in writing to the King 
County Hearing Examiner.  A Statement of Appeal must be mailed to the Department of Local Services, 
Permitting Division at the address listed below and received prior to 4:00 p.m. on January 12, 2022 
and be accompanied with a non-refundable appeal filing fee of $250.00 payable to the King County Office 
of Finance. 

The Statement of Appeal shall: 1) Include a copy of, or clearly identify, the decision being appealed; 2) Identify 

the location of the property subject to the appeal, if any; 3) Identify the legal interest of the appellant; 4) Identify 

the alleged errors in the decision; 5) State specific reasons why the decision should be reversed or modified; 6) 

State the harm suffered or anticipated by the appellant; and 7) Identify the relief sought. 

 

Failure to timely file an appeal and the appeal fee deprives the Hearing Examiner of jurisdiction to consider the 

appeal. Appeals must be submitted to the Permitting Division at the following address:
